Instead  of  two  cerebellar  arteries,  there  are 
three,  superior,  anterior.^  and  inferior.,  the  mononymic  new 
names  for  which  are  prcecerebellaris.,  medicerebellar  is.,  and  post- 
ceTeiellaris,  and  the  English  paronyms  of  these,  jyrecereiellar, 
medicerebellar,  and  2>ostcerebellar.
